plish the removal with anything like the 
skill and success that characterized the 
work of Gorringe.

WasmINaTon, D C., January 29.—Continuing the 
skétcbes of ex-Confederates in public life; it may 
be remarked that there are over fifty menin the 
House who served the Coufederacy, either in its 
councils or upon the field. It is a remarkable fact 
that more than fifty per cent. of the Representatives 
from the States composing the Confederacy are men 
who served that cause, wiile less than twenty-five 
Per cent. of those from the other States are ex- 
Union soldiers. Beginning again with the list of 
States alphabetically arranged. it is found that six 
of Alabama's members in the House were in the 
Confederate army. Mr. Jones of the First District 
entered the service as a private soldier, serving 
four years in various capacities. Mir Herbert en- 
tered the service as captain, and was colonel when 
so badly wounded at the battle of the Wilderness. 
Mr. Shelley entered the service as a lieutenant, and 
left it at the close of the war a brigadier general. 
Mr. Forney, who was in the Mexican war, entered 
the Confederate service as a captain, and was capt- 
ured at Appomattox Court House a brigadier gen- 
eral. Mr. Herbert entered the service as a private. 
and was a captain when so severely wounded at 
Chickamauga. Mr. Oates, who carries an empty 
sleeve, entered the service as captain, and after be- 
ing wounded five times and fighting twenty-seven 
engagements, lost his right arm in front of Rich- 
mond a brigadier general. One day, about a year 
ago, when Geueral Grant was here, he hobbled into 
the House on his crutches. Mr. Randall moved 
that the House take a recess for ten minutes to pay 
its respects to him. The members fell in line and 
filed by to shake hishand. When Oates came by 
Grant caught sight of his empty sleeve. 

“WHERE DID YOU LOSE THAT ABM?" 
he asked 

In front of Richmond,” was the reply. No 
other word was spoken, but he warinth of manner 
with which Grant grasped the remaining hand, and 
the ardor wit which be shook it, spoke e, oqueut 
and touching words. 

Prom Arkansas, Mr. Dunn, whose name has been 
conspicuous in the Senatorial truggie there. was in 
the Confederate army during the entire war. while 
Mr. Jones, his most active competitor ih the Sena- 
torial fleht. bas the honor of having been from 
beginning 1 end of the Mar a priwate soldier in the 
service. r. Rogers of the same State was a pri- 
vate at the beginning of the war, but a tieutenant 
at its close, while Mr. Pee! of that State, who en- 
tered the Confederate service as a private, was a 
colonel at the close of the war. 

Of tne two members from Florida, one (Davidson) 
was a Confederate, having entered the service from 
the State Senate as captain, being made a major 
and then lLeuienant colonel, and serving as such 
until dangerously wounded in 1864. 

Mr. Hardeman of Georgia. who was a member of 
the Thirty-Sixth Congress, left it to take the fleld 
for the Confederacy, becoming captain, thea 
major, and then colonel. Mr. Buchanan of that 
State was also a member of the Southern army, 
serving from the beginning to near the ciose of 
the war. Mr. Candier was a private, then leuten- 
ant, tnen a captain, then a lientenant-colonel, and 
then a colonel. Mr. Crisp was a lieutenant in the 
Twelfth Virginia and was captured in May, 64. and 
sent to Fort Delaware, where 
oner o fwar until 1865.

JOE BLACKBURN. 
Kentucky has in the House as distinguished an 


ex-Confederate as in the Senate—Col. Joe Black. 
burn. He entered the service at the bezinning of 
the war and served to the end. He is one of the 
most popular members that the State has had in a 
long tine. too, as shown by his recent elect ion to 
the Senate to succeed Old Cerro Gordo Wiliams. 
Few men are more asked for from the doors or gal- 
leries than Joe“ Blackburn. and if he was as good 
a fighter in the Confederacy as in Congress he 
earned the shoulder straps he wore. 

E. John Ellis of Louisiana volunteered jn the 
Southern army five days after the close of his col- 
legiate course, and served with distinction to the 
end of the war. Carleton Hunt of that State, rep- 
resenting its First District, educated at Harvard, 
oined the Confederate army at the 
— ant of the war, being made a captain of ar- 
tillery, and serving to the end of the war. 
Mr. ion of the Sixth District entered the service 
as a private and came out with the rank ofa cap- 
tain. J. Floyd King, who was educated for West 
Point. but preferred the University of Virginia, en- 
tered the Confederate army as a private, being pro- 
moted through the various grades to the position or 
colonel of artillery, receiving several offers of ser 
vice in foreign armies at the close of the war. He 
is spoken of by those who served with him as a 
very brave figiter, but peculiar in his manner, as he 
is in Congress.

It seems that there can no longer be any doubt 
that a ring in St. Louis having, very possibly, con- 


‘nections in other parts of the State, has attempted 


to engage in the business of pardon-broking. No 
one, who will read the facts spread out below, can 
have any reasonable doubt that money was to be 
collected, the consideration being the pardon of 
wealthy felons. Whether this money was so used or 
got it remains either for the Grand Jury or an in- 
vest igating committee of the Legislature to deter- 
mine. That certain people have attempted 
to collect money from the friends of prisoners is 
certain, So far the Post-DispatcH can only p resent 
cases where this attempt was made and failed. If 
there are instances where money actually was paid, 
they have not come to light, nor is it probable that 
they will do so unless some means of compelling 
testimony is to by the authorities. 

The air, for weeks past, has been murky with 
rumors that none could trace to a responsible 
origin of the valueof money as part of a plea for 
pardon from the Penitentiary. How general these 
rumors were may be learned from ex-Governor 
Crittenden's statement below given that the aliega- 
tions had reached his own ears in such a form 
that he found it wise to dispatch 
a special messenger to St. Louis to warn Colonel 
Thoroughman and Mr. Brown that the payment of 
one dollar to anybody would result in his determined 
refusal of a pardon for Russell Brown. 


What was the story that_reached-Governor Crit, 
tenden? There were several afloat and it may have 
been any of them. Mr. Ben Davenport frankly 
admits that he proposed to Colonel Thoroughman 
to get Russell Brown pardoned for $5,000, and su b 
sequently for $3,000, hoping to omplish his 
pardon by the intercession of friends. But if 
rumor speaks correctly, Mr. Davenport's proposal, 
sensational as it was, and as his explanation below 
affecting Mr. Joseph McEntire, the Coal Oil Inspector 


will be seen to be, was but one chapter of the story, 
and there phases of the effort to get Russell Brown 
pardoned which Mr. Davenport and the persons 
with him knew little or nothing about. 

It had come to be generally understood, on the 
streets, that before Governor tteuden's adminis- 
tration ended arre McChesney,

Donahue's Pardon. 

In the case of John Donahue released, from the 
Jefferson City Prison on the 10th of January by 
pardon from Governor Crittenden,an unusually wild 
and terrible effort was made to obtain money. 
— June pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
for having Milled an ex-co nvict. Jacob Koop, ao was 
claimed at the time by Donahue himself and his 
friends, in self-defense. ‘The prisoner entered 
his plea with the understanding that 
he would receive a five years’ sentence. This he 


got. Previous to making thetrip westward some 
of the newspapers published a romantic and highly 
colored account of Donchue's marriage to a Vell. 
connected young lady, who was represented as pos- 
sessed of alarge amount of weaith. The sharks 
took all this in and never lost sight of it. Donahue 
had not been in the “Pen” a week, it is said, before 
the pardon people were on to him, and an 
effort was made to induce his relatives to secure 
the services of some Jefferson City lawyer, through 
whom it was hoped the Donahue’s purses might 
opened and reached. This was not done, however 
good friends here. advising them against such a 
course, Just how far the importunities went is not 


known. Donahue himself, who was seen by 
a Post-DisparoH reporter. refused to give any 
statement for publication, setting forth as a 


excuse for his silence the fact that he had been 
nico treated by all the prison officials and had no 
desire to say anything in any shape against them. 
From some persons to whom he had been communic- 
Catlive, though, it was learned that he had not been 
in Jefferson City many days before a guard, who 
reads the letters of the prisoners, appeared in the 
shop where he worked and asked the foreman or 
abother guard to point out Donahue. The pris- 
oner left his bench in response to the guard's 
command, and a conversation very much like the 
following ensued:

and when a man goes out on @ pardon, the common 
question is, What did it cost him? The guards 
are all looked upon as agents for pardon brokers, 
and, from the direct persona! interest some of them 


seem to take in the prisoners’ affairs, 
I myself would not hesitate a mo- 
ment in harboring such a suspicion 


against them. The only story about pardon-broking 
that I heard and cannot recall is one about a pris- 
oner named Isaac Laws. Laws was sentenced to 
ten year’s confinement for highway robbery. He is 
from one of the counties, Saline, and belongs to the 
class termed by the boys ‘gills’ or ‘gillies,’ that is 
convicts from the country districts. Whenever a 
box of fruit or anything else was sent him by his 
friends, instead of eating the contents he sold them, 
and by saving his pennies, managed to accumulate 
over $100. Under the three-fourth rule his term 
was seven and a half years, and being compara- 
tively near the end of this he thougut, so the 
story goes, that he would buy his way out. He was 
steered up against a member of the ring and en- 
tered into negotiations for the mutilation of his 
time. He wanted at jeast eighteen months chopped 
off, which would let him out pext June. For this 
he was willing to pay as little as he 41 — could. 

The ringster, it is alleged, wanted $150 for the cutt 
Laws wouid give but $100, and finally $100 was 

given—several convicts seeing the money paid over

Davenport Talks. 
Mr. Benjamin Davenport, the attorney, was seen 
by a Post-Dispatcu reporter, and his attention, 
called to Mr. Thoroughman’s statement.

I regarded him as Crittenden's 
lieutenant in St. Louis. Itold McEntire I would 
think over it and I determined to use his influence 
for my own benefit politically, pecuniarily or where 
my sympathies might be moved. This Ar. McEn- 
tire thoroughly understood.” 

“The Thoroughman interview ——" | 

“The Thoroughman interview, Mr. Davenport 
interrupted, took place exactly as Mr. Tborough- 
man has described it. We had been engaged in a 
law suit together, the case of Benoist against Green, 
and one day, after speaking of that case. I broached 
the matter of the parden of Russell Brown, and 
told Thoroughman what I thought I could do..“

use the lever of executive clemency. While, as I 
say, there was no understanding that this exertion 
of influence would impose on me certain things to 
be done, [expected to do what I might be asked. 
One never places himself under obligations to an- 
other, without knowing that the man who 

him is apt to have a note on hand falling due, w 
must be paid.

THE ARMSTRONG INQUEST. 


The inquest in the case of Captain Armstrong, 
killed by bis crew on board the British bark Welling- 
ton, Was resumed at Piymouth this afternoon, The 
proceedings were much delayed by a very suspicious 
circumstance reported of the Wellington, just as the 
Coroner was about to commence the hearing. Last 
night the bark was found stuck 
fast in the mud at heranchorage. Tugs were pro 
cured and she was pulled off and anchored else 
where. This morning the craft was found away 
from the site of the second anchorage and stranded 
upon the beach directly under Plymouth Hoe, be- 
tween the city and the Sound. She was cleared off 
a third time, anch and then placed under 
surveillance. The police suspect that those mem. 
bers of the crew who were more or less 
implicated in the killing of Armstrong, who have 
managed to avoid arrest,in their anxiety to help 
their less fortunate comrades by destroying all pos- 
bible evidence against them, slipped the ship's cable 
during the night, in the hope that the craft wouid 
font out, and be wrecked and sunk. The four 
prsoners, Charles Patterson, the first . 
donn Summerdyke, Jirgen Jorgensen and ( les 
Joes were present. Summerdyke belongs to 
New Jersey in the United States; Patterson to New 
Orleans. Jorgensen swore that Captain Armstrong 
the time that he met his death had been in a

HOAR’S PLEA. 

Senator Hoar is entitled to a patent fora 
novel discovery in ethics. He has evolved 
from his inner consciousness a new principle of 
public policy to regulate the dealings of the 
Government with corporations that have broken 
faith, cheated it out of its money, wronged its 
tax-payers, corrupted its public servants and 
defied its laws. Admitting the guilt of the 
Pacific roads in these respects, and without 
pretending to deny that the great bulk of the 
stock and other liabilities of these roads 
was issued in violation of law and 
as a part of a scheme to defraud the 
public and the Government, Senator HoaR lays 
great stress on the plea that the present hold- 
ers of these liabilities are innocent purchasers 
for value, many of them being widows, or- 
phans and charitable institutions, in no way re- 
sponsible for the guilt of the companies. 
Therefore, to protect the innocent from loss, to 
compensate them for the swindle which was 
put upon them, he holds that the Government 
should waive its rights, legalize all the wrongs 
that have been done and help the guilty compa- 
nies with a new loan to go on refusing the Gov- 
ment its dues, breaking and fighting its laws, 
building new lines, issuing more 
watered stocks, incurring more illegal liabilities 
and imposing on more widows and charitable 
institutions, whose investments the Government 
will again be called on to protect at its own and 
the public’s expense. By relieving the stock- 
watering business of the caveat emptor ob- 
struction, and making the United States Treas- 
ury the silent and suffering partner of unlim- 
ited railroad building schemes, and the benevo- 
ient recouper of all swindled investors, Senator 
Hoar would inaugurate a millennium for 
Beacon street and Wall street. But it would 
be mighty rough on the rest of the country.

FAVORING LAND GRABBERS. 
The Oklahoma squatters trespassed upon the 
lands of no Indian tribe, and there was no In- 
dian outbreak or threatened outbreak on ac- 
count of their intrusion. They were removed 
at the point of the bayonet, however, because 
their presence disturbed the cattlemen whose 
herds were grazing those lands by written per- 
mission from Secretary TELLER, and under 
contracts with some of his subordinates. Now, 
when the Cheyennes and Arapahoes are threat- 
ening to go on the war-path against the cattle- 
men who hold unlawful possession of their 
lands, the army is to be used, not to drive out 
the cattlemen and protect the Indians, but to 
protect the cattlemen and compel the Indians 
to submit to trespass and robbery. A strange 
confusion of mind on this subject seems to con- 
trol the administration, and the Washington 
dispatches credit Secretary LINCOLN with 
this remarkable statement: 

Secretary Lincoln, referring to statements made 
in Congress that cattlemen are allowed in Oklahoma.

sertion was untrue, and ail who invade Oklahoma, 
whether boomers, settlers or cattlemen, said he, 
violate the law, and will be ejected. There are, as 
far as he knows, no cattlemen in that region. There 
are none who can claim leases, none who have any 
rightto be there, Nobody can give a lease for an 
acre in Oklahoma. A year ago the troops found 
wire fences erected by catfemen in Oklahoma. 


They were at once torn down and the cattlemen 
treated like other invaders. Secretary Lincoln says 
there may be stray individual trespassers. on cattle 
trails, but there are no ranches, no fences, no settle. 
ments, no signs of settlement or occupation of any 
7 { Oclahoma by cattlemen that he knows 
of. 

In positive contradiction of this we quote 


from the report made by F. E. Munn, City At- 
torney, and W. J. Stewart, City Marshal of 
Braidwood, Illinois, who recently Spent six 
weeks with six other wide-awake and respect- 
able citizens of Secretary LINCOLN’s State, in- 
vestigating the situation in the Indian Terri- 
tory and looking for a location for a colony. 
They say of the Oklahoma district of 5,500,000 
acres: 

It is now held by nine wealthy cattlemen with their 
countless herds, to the exclusion of all others. They, 
with their cowboys, constitute the entire popula- 
tion, aud they have been there since 1878 There 
are five Englishmen and four Americans, and they 
have over 200,000 head of cattle on the ranges. 
They are McClellan & Co., who claim 130,000 acres 
(McClellan individually lays claim to 135,000 acres 
more); Burke & Martin, who have what is known as 
the B. & M.“ ranch, which comprises 170,000 acres 
on the Cimarron River; McGrew & Co., whose 
horse ranch contains 175,000 acres. The V. D 
ranch takes up 188,000 acres, and the remainder 
which lies on the south, is owned by three men 
whose names Mr. Munn and Mr. Stewart could not 
learn. 

These men have no more rights than any ordi- 
nary settler. They are wealthy because they never 
bought the land, and never paid a cent of rent or 
taxes upon it. They are holding it free of cost to the 
exclusion of poor men, who are trying to get in 
there to find homes. They have no right that any 
one is bound to respect; yet they are backed up by 
United States bayonets. The entire Oklahoma 
strip ts tnclosed by barbed wire fences put up by 
these men.

Every man his own photographer promises to be 
a fact of the near future. The progress in the 
art of photography has been followed closely by its | 
general popularity. From being purely a means of 
gaining a livelihood, it has advanced to the position 
of an accomplishment and an entertaining pursuit 
for leisure hours. The number of amateur photog- 
rapbers has vastly increased of late years, and 
there is an amateur photographers’ association and 
an annual contest, with valuabie prizes offered for 
the best specimens of work. The fancy has not be- 
come thoroughly started in St. Louis, but it hasa 
few devotees and is becoming more popular. Out- 
fits may be obtained, including everything neces- 
sary for photographing. at reasonable rates, and 
either written instructions will be given with them, 
or a few lessons are furnished free of charge, so 
that there is little difficulty about learning how to 
manage the instrument and the ivaterials. 2 


Tue art has become indispensable in the sciences, 
and is so valuable in many ways, while capable of 
furnishing entertainment, that it is little wonder 
that it has become popular. I know of several 
amateur photographers who have used tneir skill 
to great advantage. One especially. who captured 
the chief prize at the last annual contest, has made 
it pay.

Inthe hands of the detective and 
policeman it would do good service; in fact, there 
are numberless channels of usefulnessto be found 
for a pocket camera.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Tre theaters in France appear to be suffering 
from a depression similar to that which is crushing 
the stage here. The annual statement of the oper- 
ation of the Theatre Francais shows that its busi- 
ness has fallen off to a wonderful extent, although 
the management is the same as that which brought 
it to a height of prosperity. In 1882 the share of 
each societaire in the profits amounted to nearly 
$8,000; in 1883 it was $6,000 and this year it is only 
$4,000. The cause of the decline is partly assigned 
to the cholera, but the season is said to have been 
bad in general. 


Tue Queen and a considerable portion of the En- 
glish people are out over an apparently trivial mat- 
ter, but which tothe Queen, herself, is of impor- 
tance. The scionsof theroyal family have long 
lists of names usually. and as eome confusion 
might arise from leaving the choice of their titles 
to the public the Queen designates by what name 
the young representatives of royalty shall be 
known.

Her wish insuch matters is generally law, but 
many Englishmen object to the name as a foreign 
one, and persistin calling the young gentleman 
Prince Edward, the name associated with so much 
historic glory of the English throne. This is not 
treason, but as monarchy goes it is extremely dis- 
loyal. 

Trerg is about to be something new in journalism 
started in London. It will be a kind of critic of the 
newspapers, a critic of critics, so to speak, and will 
be devoted entirely to finding errors and blunders in 
the dailies. All of the errors that can be found in 
the press writings will be carefully selected and 
printed, with the name of the writer and with com- 
ments of his blunders. This new thing is to be 
called the Nettle, and it has some ofthe spiciest 
writers in the metropolis engaged for its staff. 


Tue position of Poet Laureate of England may be 
a very honorable one, but some ofits duties must 
be extremely onerous. His chief occupation seems 
to be writing poems on all of the events of interest 
to the royal family, and as that household is nu- 
merous it keeps him well occupied on extremely 
trivial and unpoetical subjects.

Aut reports from Nice indicate that this popular 
winter resort is on the verge of ruin.

sons at the great continental cities are over, and the 
fashionable people meet again on the Riviera to 
rest and recuperate, with a little mild dissipation 
thrown in. Numbers of people have of course been 
there this year, but nothing like the throngs that 
usually flock to it, and, in consequence, the place 
seems comparatively deserted. The hotels have 
barely been able to clear expenses, and some of 
them have been compelled to ciose up before the 
season ended. The fact seems to be that the place 
could not standits prosperity. The landlords and 
property owners appeared to think they had a 
mortgage on public patronage. Property was held 
at fabulous prices, rents were enormously high, and 
the hotels charged as if every guest was to be the 
last and their fortunes depended on getting all one 
had, They would be glad to take visitors now at 
almost any price.

Numerous Buildings Blown Up and Many 
Lives Lost—Térrible Scenes at the Wreck 
—Men, Women and Children Mangled—A 
Street-Car, Filled With Passengers, 
Hurled From the Track—-Great Excite- 
ment in Pittsburg. 


Prrrenungd, PA., January 31.—Natural gas is 
responsible for another terrible explosion, which, at 
this hour, seems to involve not only the wreck of 
houses, but a serious loss of life and maimings 
which will follow the victims to their graves. 
Shortly before 12 o'clock there was an alarm on 
the big bell in the Municipal Hall tower, but it 
was of such irregular character 
that even Chief Evans, who was in the rotuoda of 
the hall at the time, was ata loss to know where 
it came from. In a moment word was transmitted 
by telephones at the Mayor's office and at the en- 
gine bouses that 


A DISASTROUS EXPLOSION 
of natural gas had occurred at the 
forks of the road, otherwise known as 
Thirty-fourth and Butier streets, and that there had 
been.a serious loss of life, as well as great destruc- 
tion of property. The meagre details which could 

secured over the telephone were to the effect 


that the explosion occurred in August 
Ruh's saloon No, 3351 Penn ave- 
nue, and that the adjoining building 


had also been wrecked by the explosion. The con- 
cussion created the wildest excitement in the imme- 
diate vicinity, and hundreds of people gathered 
about. as the ruins had taken fire and rumors were 
current that a number of persons were 
BURIED UNDER THE DEBRIS. 
Just a few moments after the occurrence a Citi- 
zens’ Line car passed in front of the wrecked 
buildings filled with passenger. A _ second 
explosion occurred and the car was thrown from 
the track by the force of the upheaval. The conster- 
nation among the’passengers was more than a panic 
and scarcely one of the whole nuniber escaped with- 
out more or lessinjury. The driver was blown from 
his position and so severely injured that he may not 
recover.

A STRONG APPEAL. 


The L. O. E. Invited to Assist the

Supreme Chancellor Galennie'’s Circular to 
the Legion—An Address That Will Swell 
the Association's Funds—Irving Council's 
Contribution—The Movement Meeting 
With Great Success. 


There was a full attendance of the sub-committee 
of the Sanitary Aid Association this morning at the 
Mercantile Club. The progress of the movement 
was discussed and much satisfaction expressed. 


Their work closes with good accessions to the 
treasury, many more substantial evidences that the 


citizens are aroused to the great importance of the 
work having been received. Communications of 
sympathy with the cause containing remittances 
have been a feature of the week. The action taken 
by the benevolent societies has given the association 
a new impetus. Every individual should deem it his 
duty to contribute, whether a personal solicitation is 
made or not. There should be no failure to put this 
city in a first-class sani condition for the lack 
of funds. The following is the text of the address 
by Mr. Frank Gaiennie, supreme chancellor of the 
Legion of Honor, to its members. It is an appeal 
that every person should carefully read. It con- 
cisely and emphatically indorses the Sanitary Aid 
Association and points out what it may do to avert 
a cholera epidemic if properly sustained. It reads 
as follows: : 

“To all Members of the Legion of Honor: 

“Brorgers: The movement now in progress 
among the business men of St. Louis, to raise nds 
forthe improvement of the sanitary 9298 
the city, is one that appeals strongly to the self-in- 
terest of every member of the benevolent organiza- 
tions. and to the members of the Legion of Honor 
in particular. The Sanitary Aid Association, with 
a reasonable supply of funds at its back, can ac- 
complish much to lessen the danger of a cholera 
epidemic in this city, if not to prevent it alto- 

ether. 
4 „Although many members of our order are con- 
tributing liberally in aid of the work of the associa- 
tion, there are hundreds who would be 2 of an 
opportunity of adding their mite to the fond. A 
comparatively smail contribution from every mem: 
ber of the Legion would aggregate a very andsome 
sum from tbe 3.500 members of the order; 
and for the purpose of thus aiding a work of 
SUCH VITAL INTEREST 

to us, the Executive Board of the Supreme Council 
has instructed me to issue this circular letter, ask- 
ing for voluntary 1 from our members 
from 2 cents upward. 

“The plan suggested is to have these contributions 
paid by the members to their respective councils 
when they pay Relief Contribution No. 47. The 
sum so received will then be remitted to the Su- 
preme Council at the same time that warrant for 
the Relief Contribution is sent in, apd the aggregate 


amount contributed by each cou neil being stated in 
the letter of transmittal to the association. 

“A mite from each member, which no individual 
would feel, would agzregate a sum which would be 
a credit to the Legion of Honor, and might be the 
means of saving us tens of thousands of dollars in 
death losses. Let each member take a personal 
pride, as weil as a personal interest in the matter, 
and the result will a fine contribution in aid of 
the important work of sanitation in St. Louis.

The early death of Maharana of Udaipur has 
attracted considerable attention. At one time 
his reign seemed full of promise, but of late 
his continued illness, and the effect of the 
remedies to which he had resort in order to 
deaden his pain, prevented him from taking an 
active part in the government of his large ter- 
ritories. The Mewar dynasty is, without any 
comparison, the most ancient in India, and the 
chief representative of the ancient Sesobad 
race is regarded with extraordinary respect by 
all true Rajputs. 

The premature death of the late Maharana 
without issue has furnished another example of 
the continuity of the curse said to have been 
invoked upon the chiefs of Mewar some five 
generatic ms ago, owing to some informality or 
irregularity on an occasion of the futtee of the 
widows of a then recently deceased chief. The 
curse was to the effect that no future Maharana 
should ever leave a son to succeed him, and 
since then the ruling chiefs have one and ail 
died without issue. 

The choice of the widowed Ranees nobles has 
fallen upon Futech Sing, cousin of the late 
Maharana. The new Maharana (whose elec- 
tion requires the confirmation of the Govern- 
ment of India) is a fine intelligent youth, aged 
about 21.

An English View of Napoleon. 

The following extracts are from a review in 
the London Times of the recentiv published 
“Selections from the Letters and Despatches of 
the First Napoleon :” ‘ 

It is because the France of to-lay is so essen- 
tially Napoleon's creation that the life and let- 
ters of this extraordinary man remain of such 
living interest. Amid all changes of dynasties 
and regimes the political and municipal insti- 
tutions of France have altered very little dur- 
ing the present century, while those of this 
country have been undergoing continuous 
evolution, and the principle by which these in- 
stitutions are worked—that is, the maintenance 
of ubiquitous State control—have never varied 
at all. whetber the rulers of the nations were 


monarchs or republicans, The Concordat, 
which still regulates tne relations 
between Church and State. was 
Napoleon's work; he organized the University 


and lycee system much as it flourishes now; the 
codes of civiland criminal jurisprudence and 
procedure; the judicature, maguistracy, police 
system; the municipal charters of, the Com: 
munes under their Mayors, and the depart- 
ments under the Prefects remain very much as 
he established them. The Assistance Publique. 
by which the Government has coutroi over all 
hospitals and charities; the Legion of Honor, 
so influential asa means of rewarding small as 
well as great services to the State, of keeping 
public servants in good behavior, and of cor- 
rupting opponents—these also are Napoleonic 
foundations; in short, the immense but won- 
derfully simple mechanism of centralization 
which has enabled the Tnird Republic so thor- 
oughly to consolidate itself in afew years, is 
entirely a contrivance of the Corsican Emper- 
or’s. Well-wishers of the Republic might de- 
sire that Napoleonic principles were less in fa- 
vor at this time, for the great danger of the fut- 
ure lies in this—that the republican rulers 
may not be wise enough to relax the system of 
centralization, pow that it has done for them 
all it can do. It is an admirable instrument 
with which to found a new regime; but if Na- 
poleon had reigned thirty years instead of fif- 
teen, he would no doubt have perceived that a 
system which places immediate and irresistible 
power in the hands of any faction which can 
overthrow the Government in Paris, has no 
conservative elements, but offers a permanent 
incentive to revolutions. 

The truth is that Napoleon uprose at a time 
when France yearned for a determined ruler. 
The reign of Louis XVI. had been a period of 
national fever, the revolutionary epoch one 
of delirium. Stern asthe Emperor's rule was, 
it seemed mild beside the anarchy which had 
gone before; and Napoleon's personal charac- 
ter, even in its worst features, compared ad- 
vantageously with the natures of the men who 
had held France in bondage and terror for 
years. is arrogance was no greater than 
Louis XV.’s, his cruelty less than Robe- 
spierre’s; while his duplicity and meanness— 
for he was very mean at times—were more than 
matched by Barras’. He had the or- 


ganizing genius of Carnot—the only states- 
man of the First Republic—without 
the latter's pedantry and moral 


cowardice; and Danton’s eloquence without his 
coarseness and blundering temerity. That 
without any apparent political training he 
should have been able to beat Sieyes at Consti- 
tution making, ‘that he should have taught 
diplomatic wiles to Talleyrand, and have si- 
lenced two Popes in theological controversy, 
proves that he is no mere soldier of fortune 
who picked upa crown in a scramble, and, 
wearing it, looked ludicrous under the misfit. 
Talleyrand called him maleleve;“ Madame de 
Stael laughed at his mistakes in etiquette; 
Madame de Remusat has written that he was 
an object of aversion to ladies. But his man- 
ners had certainly no more soldierly brusque- 
ness than Frederick the Great's; if he sometimes 
said rude things to the ladies of his Court, so by 
St. S¥non’s account did Louis XIV; his gen- 
eral demeanor had far more thanrof majesty 
George III's, and in fact he could only be said 
te look like a parvenu if his bearing were com- 
pared with some rarely-realized ideal of king- 
ship. We know that most of Louis XIV's let- 
ters, 80 magnificently stilted in their style, 
were asm ee for him by his secretary, Rose; 


but Napoleon wrote all his own letters, and the 
story that he took lessons in declamation from 


Talma admits of some qualification, for the 
great trayedian, in playing the part of Auguste 
after the fall of the Empire, always made him- 
self up to look, walk, and speak like Napoleon. 
Napoleon's letters to other potentates were al- 
most perfect in their dignified brevity, straight- 
forwardness, and elevation of ge. 
Even when he stormed his speech had 
the ri of genuine thunder, not_of stage 
metpl. hen he tells the Comte de Provence 
(afterwards Louis XVIII.) that his Royal 
Highness can have no wish to return 
to ce, as he would have to march over the 
bodies of 100,000 dead to do so; when he re- 
minds Francis II. of Austria that a Haps- 
burg's word should have no double meaning: 
when he grandly accepts Alexander I.’s friend- 
ship and pledges his own conditionally, we feel 
that his — could not be improved upon. 
His short, trenchant letters of admonition and 
reproof to his crowned brothers, Louis and 
Joseph, are also very good.

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WISCONSIN'S BORGIA. 


A Family That Dropped Off Mys- 
teriously, Member by Member.

Traced to a Daughter and Sister—Pretty 
Nellie Horan, Poisoner. 


Whitewater, Wis., Svecial to Courier-Journal. 


In a few days the attorney for Miss Nellie 
Horan, who is in jail on the terrible charge of 
murdering her sister, will ask the Circuit J udge 
at Elkhorn to fix the amount of bail which his 
fair client will be required to give to secure her 
— until her case is call tor trial. The 

roliminary examination of the young lad 
asted six or seven days, and at its. pone, Pe wd 
she was committed to jail to await trial in the 
Criminal Court. The cage is one of extraordi- 
nary interest, and has few parallels in the 


criminal history of the country. Miss 
Nellie Horan is unusually good looking, 
about 25 = years old, tive feet 


nine inches tall, and is of graceful, 
siender build. She was considered of excellent 
morals until the charge of poisoning her sister 
was brought against her. The evidence of a 
dozen unimpeachable witnesses during the pre- 
Utminary trial was direct and strong against the 
unhappy young woman. It was clearly proven 
that she had purchased strychnine the ay be- 
fore her sister died, and that she became in- 
sanely excited when informed that it had been 
decided to hold a post- mortem examination on 
the sister’s remains to determine the cause of 
death. She even threatened to kiil the Sheriff 
when told that a post-mortem would have to be 
held. A web of most damning evidence was 
woven around her. 

Miss Horan fainted several times during the 
preliminary examination, and the case proved 
an excepuionally sensational one. When the 
prosecution aunounced that the testimony for 
the State was ail in, the defense announced that 
no Witnesses would be called until the formal 
trial, which will begin in a few weeks. The 
prisoner was committed to the county jail until 
the motion for bail was decided, and the matter 
will be officially disposed of on Wednesday, as 
aiready stated. Miss Horan will undoubtedly 
be convicted, and is almost sure to geta life 
sentence in State’s prison. Capital punishment 
is not in vogue in this State, or she would stand 
a splendid chance of going to the gallows. 

The crime with which Miss Horan is charged 
isamost diabolical one. It is not only the 
poisuning of her sister, but of her whole fam- 
ilv. If che is guilty of poisoning ber sister 
Aunie, the last victim, she is undoubtedly 
guilty of killing her father, mother and another 
sister inthe same way. Two years ago the 
father and mother died very suddenly, and the 
story got around some months after their 
death that they had been poisoned. Their re- 
mains were exhumed, but it was too late to de- 
termine the cause of their deaths. Later a sis- 
ter had died in amost mysterious manner and 
her death was never accounted for. Nellie 
Horan stood so well and was so much thought 
of that no one ever suspected her, and matters 
ran along until last December, when Miss 
Annie Horan died under such circumstances 
that an investigation was made, which resulted 
in the arrest of the sister. The Coroner's jury 
a an inquest, retnrning the following ver- 

ict: 

‘**We find that Annie Horan came to her death 
on December 3, and that she came to her death 
by means of being poisoned by strychnine, and 
that said Annie Horan was murdered at White- 
water, Wis., in the manner aforesaid, and that 
we do hereby charge Nellie Horan with the 
crime of committing the murder, and recom- 
mend that she be dealt with according to law.“ 

The arrest of the suspected sister followed, 
and she was kept under close guard at her home, 
being too ill to leave her bed, until the result of 
the preliminary examinion was known, when 
she was removed to the village jail. The case 
has attracted widespread attention, and the re- 
sult of the trial will be closely watched by the 
reading public. 

The prisoner was for some time a successful 
school teacher. Two years ago she was en- 
gaged to a well-to-do young merchant named 
Frank Richardson. The wedding day was set, 
and Miss Horan’s trousseau was ready, The 
day before the time set for the happy event 
Richardson suddenly left town, and the wed- 
ding was declared off. No explanation was 
ever made, and the young man took up his 
residence in a neighboring town. After this 
unhappy affair Miss Horan became a — 
setter, and worked for some time in the office 
of the Whitewater Register, where she was en- 
gaged up to within a short time of the death of 
her sister Annie. One sister still lives, and is 
making a plucky fight to save Nellie, whom she 
believes to be innocent of the terrible accusa- 
tions. The trial of Wisconsin's Borgia prom- 
ises to be a celebrated case.

Stanford's Start in Life.

Three or four Wisconsin men were discussing 
political matters at the Palmer last evening 
when one of them, a thin-faced old farmer from 
Ww ashington County. said: 

Mos talk a * deal about these rich fellers 
getin into the United States Senate, but let me 
tell you something. There’s Leland Stanford 
of California, who's just been elected. He's 
worth millions and millions, yet I knew him 
thirty years ago, when he didn’t have more'n 
one sbirt to his back.” 

Where was that?’ everybody asked, as it it 
had never occurred to the listeners that a rich 
man could ever have been poor. 

_ “Right up in my county. Some time along 
in 1852 or 1853 an ornary-looking sort of a chap 
came into Port Washington on foot and hung 
up ashingle as a lawyer. That was Leland 
Stanford. He traveled light. He didn't have 
enough baggage to fill a pill box, but he had 
cheek enough for some whole States. He was 
a howling Democrat at that time and in some 
way he got the nomination for District Attor- 
ney. Everybody supposed he would be elected : 
but a few days before election another man en- 
tered the field as an independent and he cleaned 
Stanford out. That was probably about the 
bluest day Stanford ever saw. He swore that 
Wisconsin was the meanest State and Wash- 
ington the meanest county in the Republic. 
Bidding three or four of his friends good-by he 
teft town as empty handed as he came, and we 
never saw him again. He went out West, ac- 
cumulated a little money as a lawyer, invested 
$1,500 in the overland roads and then built 
them with Government lands and the proceeds 
of Government bonds. I s’pose he's worth

: Washington Fashionables Enjoy a 
Season of Good Skating.

Wasurveron, D. C., January 29.—Washington so- 
ciety has been on ice“ this week. Some of it has 
needed to be there ip the most common acceptance 
of the term, since the Holman disgrace at the Stew- 
art Castle last week, but the sentence above, relates 
to the use of skates. Washington society is a re 
markably elastic substance. Its members may be 
ove week masquerading inthe costume of peas 
auts, and Gypsies and flower girls. and even dyna- 
miters, the next week clad in satins and veivets at 
the White House, a week later kicking up its heels 
with blackened faces on the stage for sweet chari- 
ty’s sake, then bolding a levee, ora ball or recep- 
tion, while one of its recent members lies dying 
within the very sound of its revelry; then disport 
ing itself upon the ice in the shadow of the Wash- 
ington Monument, or strutting upon the stage in 
all the toggery or scarcity of costume tbat the 
opera of to-day requires This week it has been 
the opera and the ice. Washington seldom has 
much good skatjng. The weather is not of a charac- 
ter to insure ice for any considerable period, and 
so there are usually no preparations for this feature 
of winter sports. A few years ago there were be.ter 
facilities than now. At one time there was a skating 
rink, with skates to hire, and a system of checks for 
wraps and that sort of thing, that made the sport 
attractive when the weather was propitious. It 
may be, too, that the weather was better for skat- 
ing then, for Miss Myers, the daughter of Old Prob- 
abilities Myers, was one of the finest skaters in 
Washington, and of course ber papa would be ex” 
pected to order weather to suit.

of the Paulist Fathers, said that the Fathers were 
not utrmindful of the assistance rendered them by

»Tuen,“ said the Bishop. wh should we not hate 
it? It is no use hat eng the devil. I don't hate the 
devil, but I do hate the devil's work, and, from the 
bottom of my soul, Ido hate this curse of drink. 
God made man to be happy, and his chief happi- 


ness is in the family. Christian homes are the 
units of God's family. And if you vo 
through this vast city, aud ask what has biasted 
multitudes of homes, the answer will be, ‘Drink!’ 
Years ago I swore that I would do all in my power 
to free man from thiscrime, I have been nine- 
teen years at this work, and the longer I have 
worked at it, the more Lhave been convinced of 
the magnitude of the evil, and that there is no cure 
for it except total abstinence.’ Healiuded to the 
utterances of the several Plenary Councils 
against the vice of intemperaoce, and 
closed with a most eloquent appeal to those 
present to avoid the curse. The next speaker was 
the Right Rev. Bishop Spald ng. He said that it 
was one of the glories of the age that there were 
muititudes of men and women who took pleasure 
in devoting their lives to the good of those about 
them. But of alithe philanthropic enterprises of 
the present day, he thought that the

was the noblest. There could be no doubt this was 
the cause of all crimes whch afflicted humanity. 
“But,” said he, when we seek to create a public 
opinion a ainst this evil, then we are 
working with hopeful hearts, because we are deal- 
ing with men whose self-respect bas not been 
destroyed.

Let 
us support taose public men who 
oppose this evil, Let us oppose those 
who by any means or influence are assisting to 
spread it. Iam confident that there is growing up, 
and es ialiy in the West, a pu lie opinion against 
tuis habit of drink. Don't be afraid«f harsh words. 
Men call us fanatics, enemies of the people. In the

and in a good cause, it ix necessary to be bold and 
outspoken. In our country there is no need of
